What Uncle Sam's books may 
show when Mr. Roosevelt ends his 
second administration in 1941 is 
clouded by tho uncertain elements 
of future relief needs, national de- 
fense policies and the inflow of 
tax revenues. 
In his budget message, however, 
the chief executive expressed hope 
receipts may level up with expen- 
ditures, exclusive of debt retire, 
ment, in the next fiscal year and 
that the treasury may beg-In re- 
ducing the public debt in 1039. 
Since Mr. Roosevelt took office 
the government has spent $28,925,- 
000,000 and

Flint mayor.
